Terrorists still able 
to operate abroad

The ability of Arab terrorists to 

hit at objectives abroad has nbt 
been by the heavy losses 
their organizations suffered in Le- 
banon over the past 18 months, a 
source has warned. 

‘While an estimated 4500 ter- 
rorist have been killed and wound- 
ed in Lebanon since April 15, 
the overseas arm of George Ha- 
bash’s Popular Front for the Libe- 
ration of Palestine under 'Wadie 
Haddad, which is responsible for 
international terror, has remained 
virtually intact. 

The source noted that the PFLP 
has in fact entrenched its relation- 
ships with international terror 
groups and that as far as could 
be discerned these were lacking in 
neither the organizational infra- 
structure nor the arms to execute 
acts of international terrorism. 

‘Currently there are an estimated 
9,500 terrorists fighting in Lebanon 
alonside 15,000 leftiste under Kamal 
Junblat, and some 5,000 members 
of the Lebanese Arab Army led 
by Ahmed el-Khatib. Of the 9,500 
terrorists under arms some 70 per 
cent come from the ranks of the 


Fatah, while the remainder are 
members of the PiFLP-General 
Command, the PLP, the Popular 
Democratic Front and the fraqi- 
sponsored Arab Liberation Front. 


The terrorists, who have been iso- 
lated in three pockets of resistance 
at Tripoli in the north, western 
Beirut and ‘Sidon in the south, are 
receiving arms ang surpliee through 
Tyre and Sidon from Libya and 
Iraq, it was learned. While the 
flow of arms hag been steady to the 
southern ports, the leftists have 
been having serious trouble in de- 
ivering supplies to isolated bands 
in the north and central sectors, 
The Syrians, who have now over 
500 tanks and 13,000 men in Leba- 
non, have apparently been effective 
in imposing a state of siege on the 
terrorist concentrations. 


In order to offset losses in the 
field, it has been learned that several 
μι Palestinian volunteers have 
arrived from Europe and the Persian.
